Tom is well 
qualified for this job, as from 1929 to 1940 he was with 
the city Fire Department in Lawrence, Kansas. 

Tom has a very diversified field of work in his back- 
ground, going right back to the eighth grade when his 
stepdad injured his back and for the next four years 
Tom supported his family by working from newspaper 
boy to a dollar a day on the farm. 

1950 found him in Anaheim, California in the cafe 
business and the story starts from the beginning in 1955 
when he was hired to work as our Keystone Kop on 
Main Street, Disneyland.

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ROY WILLIAMIS 


Roy was born in Colville, Washington оп July 30, 


1907. He lived there only one year and moved to Colfax, © 


Washington, where he grew curls and had to fight his 
way to and from school. On his fifth birthday (see pic- 
ture). he moved to Los Angeles. He's lived here ever 
since. He wished he didn't have curls so nature overdid 
it and made him bald. He was a high school cartoonist 
and upon graduation got a job with Walt Disney in the 
one room garage-like studio which was in the middle of 
a vacant lot on Hyperion Avenue in Hollywood. 

That was June 5, 1930, and he's been with Walt ever 
since. He was a cartoonist the first five years with Walt. 


He's responsible for the story of Pluto swallowing a mag- 


net, causing metal things to stick to his body. Donald 


Duck was a perfect foil as a plumber with all his metal 


tools. Next thing Roy knew Walt put him into the story 
department as a comedy writer. 

He remained there until he handed Walt some ideas 
on the Mickey Mouse Club TV show. Walt looked up 
and said: "You're fat and funny looking and I now 
christen you the Big Moosketeer!" 

The next five years he spent as an actor, drawing car- 
toons for the kids at Disneyland and then he went back 
to the studio in his regular spot as comedy writer where 
you'll find him today. At night, in his studio at home, 
he writes the story for the Mickey Mouse comic feature 
and loves every minute of it. 

However, his greatest fame and accomplishment 


came when he sent in cartoons to Backstage-Disneyland.: 
It was here his real geinus . . . (Dear Wally: I don't re- 


member mentioning that in the history of my life and 


aren't you exaggerating a little. Roy) (Dear Roy: АП 
right, so we did. I thought that made a better item than 


the fact that you've had two cartoon books published. 
But I did like what you said about the boss in the fore- 
word to one of your books: “To the man who has meant 


the most to me in faith and inspiration: Walt Disney 


whose patience and guidance through a lifetime of asso- 
ciation are in the greatest degree imaginable, responsible 
for the best of Roy Williams.")

THE DISNEYLAND SAFETY AWARD

A. monthly safety award was instituted in July to rec- 
ognize the safety habits of the various Maintenance 
Shops. The Safety and Maintenance Departments have 
long felt that a more tangible recognition of safety was 
needed to show appreciation of the excellent record 
shown by the Maintenance Shops. 

The Safety Achievement Award is to be given monthly 
to the shop showing the best good housekeeping, low 
frequencies of accidents, and progress in both of these 
helds. Periodic checks are made of the Maintenance 


Shops by the Safety Department in conjunction with rep- 


resentatives of the Workman's Compensation carrier and 
it is through these visits the decision is reached. The 
award's presentation is also based relative to the shops 
involved since some shops are easy to keep clean while 
others have problems created by the type of work 
involved. 


It is often hard to reach the decision of who should win 
the award and it was by a very slim margin, for example, 
that Plumbing and Air-Conditioning nosed out the Weld- 
ing shop for the July Award. 

After twelve winners are selected in the insurance year 
from July 1, 1966 to July 1, 1967, the '66-'67 plaque 
will then be given permanently to the shop which has 
shown the most overall progress in safety. 

This award officially recognizes the need for good 
housekeeping since a clean shop means a clean safety 
record. We want to present this award to you in your 
shop next month and publish your picture here. Help 
us do it. (Editor's Note: I agree wholeheartedly with Len 
Jones that he hopes he'll see your shop's picture in the 
magazine for the safety award. Hey, Len, how many 
points do I get for picking up my teeth after each 
performance?)

TOM OLSEN, just recently promoted from the rank 
of Stand Supervisor, boasts 21 years in the Marine Corps 
where he was in charge of commissary operations at the 
El Toro Air Facilities Base. 

The Character Food Stands Division, Dept. 55-56, is 
comprised of 26 locations throughout the park. These 
are the Space Bar and Yacht Bar in Tomorrowland, 
Oaks Tavern and Malt Shop in Frontierland, and in
